Senate approves bill to extend draft

30. 
Passage of the measure— which 
will restore draft calls that have

J u n e 
30—followed a close 61 to 30 vote 
which 
b a rre d 
a 
th re a te n e d 
filibuster. 
The bill is expected to be signed by 
Nixon soon. Inductions probably will 
be 
r e s u m e d 
i m m e d i a t e l y 
afterwards. 
The bill carries the strongest 
statement yet written by Congress 
on the Vietnam war— urging the 
President 
to 
withdraw 
all U.S. 


troops from Indochina as soon as 
possible. 
But, to the disappointment of war 
critics, the measure sets no deadline 
for an end to U.S. involvement. 
Since the existing draft authority 
expired, a series of controversies 
had held up a final Senate vote on 
the new legislation to extending the 
selective service system until June 
30,1973. 
Supporters 
of

succeeded in convincing two*thirds 
of 
th eir 
colleagues 
that 
a 
continuation of no inductions was a 
hazard to national security. No one 
has been drafted into the Army 
since June. 
In addition to a two year extension 
of the draft, the legislation includes 
a $2.4 billion military pav raise and 
a compromise version of an end-the- 
war amendment. 
The Senate originally passed an 


end-the-war amendment calling for 
the withdrawal of all U.S. troops 
from Indochina in nine months. The

council to 
consider refuse 
collection change 


The Lompoc City Council will consider a plan to reduce refuse 
collection service from twice a week to once a week, when it meets in 
regular session tonight in the council chambers at City Hall. 
Gene Wahlers, city administrator, is proposing the change in an 
attempt to reduce costs through fewer manhours and less wear and 
tear on equipment. 
Wahlers states in a report the council will consider tonight that a 
savings of $48,000 will result. This can be used to acquire needed 
equipment and for landfill requirements. 
He includes a survey that shows 51 out of 59 California cities have 
only once a week pickup service and there apparently is no undue 
hardship to citizens and no deterioration of health and safety 
standards. 
The report states the change will permit a reduction of five refuse 
collection positions but that there are two vacancies at the present 
time. 
Wahlers says it is the city's intention to transfer the men to other 
necessary positions, rather than lay them off. 
He recommends that the council "authorize implementation of the 
proposed change in order to properly evaluate citizen acceptance, 
economy and effectiveness of the new collection schedule... 
He says an evaluation report would be presented the council in 90 
days. 
th e city council recently approved a $1 increase in refuse collection 
rates, to $2.50 per month.'but President Nixon's freeze of wages and 
prices apparently will prevent the new rate from going into effect Oct. 
1. 
The effect of the freeze on the refuse collection and electric rate 
increases will also be discussed by the council tonight. 
Although the federal Office of Emergency Preparedness has 
declared the rates not exempt from the freeze. Jam es Longtin, city 
attorney, has prepared a letter for the federal office explaining the 
refuse rate as a revenue raising tax that is applied to all citizens of the 
city. Taxes are exempt from the freeze. 
The council tonight will consider whether or not to send Longtin s 
letter. 


7 per cent flat rate 
decided for tax credit

House Ways and Means Committee 
decided today on a flat 7 per cent 
investment tax credit for business 
equipment purchases to spur the 
economy in place of a two-stage plan 
proposed by President Nixon. 
The committee action followed its 
decision 
Monday 
to 
substitute 
Nixon’s plan for a credit rate of 10 
per cent now, with a 5 per cent rate 
starting Aug. 15, 1972. 


A 7 per cent credit would allow 
businessmen to subtract $7 out of 
every $100 for purchase of new 
machinery made 
in 
the United 
States as a way of stimulating 
production. A similar credit was 
repealed in 1969 


Consumer 
representatives 
met 
President Nixon m a W hite House 
meeting to push for price rollbacks 
and to make sure manufacturers did 


not skirt the purpose of frozen prices 
by reducing product quality. 
Dr. Colston E. Warne, president of 
the nonprofit Consumers Union, said 
he told Nixon “ there are a good 
many ways to skm a consumer 
He 
said an effective price freeze must 
include policing of product quality, 
packaging 
and 
assurances 
that 
manufacturers don't simply stop 
making lower priced products in 
favor of premium lines. 
Don S. Wilner, president of the 
Consumer Federation of America 
(CFAl, urged Nixon to regulate 
profits, interest rates and dividends 
as well as prices.

U.S. launches heavy Vietnam air raids

fighter-bombers carried out more

Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) in one of 
the heaviest air raids since the 
bombing halt of Nov 1 ,1968.

strikes were carried out because 
recent North Vietnamese attacks on 
unarmed reconnaissance planes and 
U.S. aircraft bombing the Ho Chi 
Minh trail in neighboring Laos had 


posed “ a threat to the safety of U.S. 
forces” in the war zone. 
The announcement said the planes 
encountered light to moderate anti­ 
aircraft fire but that none of the

was 
hit.

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Supervisors want study of drug abuse request

The Board of Supervisors decided Monday it needed m ore 
information and study before acting on a proposal to 
release $24,000 from the county contingency fund to employ 
a full-time drug abuse coordinator with supporting help. 
Request for the fund release came from William 
Wheaton, 
Santa 
Maria 
school 
superintendent, 
and 
chairman of the 16-member County Addiction and Drug 
Abuse 
C om m ission. 
S u p erv iso rs 
ask ed 
County 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson to make a 
study of the request and provide a report Oct. 4. 
“ We named a commission about a year and a half ago, 
and I wondered at the time about the direction it would be 
taking,” declared Supervisor George H. Clyde. “ I feel it is 
now time we act on it one way or the other.” 
Johnson said he was concerned about the proposal in that 
it appeared “we’d be creating another department of 
service.’’ Johnson said there could be “ duplication and 
overlapping of service” if the request were granted. 


Supervisor Curtis Tunnell, of Santa Maria, said “ a good 
review of this is needed” by Johnson’s office. 
Asked by Tunnell if there was a need for haste, Wheaton 
replied “ we are very, very late on this as it is.” He said the 
commission m em bers were busy with their own jobs and 
could not set up a coordinating role. 
“ It will take us a long time to find a good coordinator if 
this is approved,” asserted Wheaton. 
Wheaton’s request had backing from several persons. 
Mike Mayer, Ventura County drug abuse coordinator, 
said Ventura County can hardly continue to provide 
services for a number of Santa Barbara County addicts. He 
said 
they are getting detoxification services, group 
counseling and legal assistance in Ventura’s expanding 
program. 
Mayer said the key was getting state and federal grants 
and felt Santa Barbara County was far behind Ventura 
County in this respect.

KNIT KNACKS 
Dear Judy—I haven’t been 
knitting very long and seem 
to have trouble joining wool. 
Can you give me a simple 
explanation of how it’s done? 


Thank you. 
J.K., Yonkers, 
N.Y. 


Dear J.K.—Joining wool is 
easily done, and important 
whether you’re a novice or 
old-time knitter. 
Try this: 
K6 sts. 
Break your wool 
and leave an end attached 
that’s about 3 inches long. 
You now have two ends of 
yarn, the end of your ball 
and the end attached to your 
work. 
You’re using 4-ply wool, 
undoubtedly, so you’ll find 
that when you unravel the 
ends that each end has 4 
separate strands. 
Split the 
2 ends and remove 2 strands 
from each end of the 2 ends 
for about 2 inches. Lay the 
wools together, the two ends 


pointing in opposite direc­ 
tions. Then knit a few sts, 
continuing 
with 
the 
new 
thread of wool to the end of 
the row. 
Cast off. 
Whenever you can, join 
wool at the beginning or end 
of a row, with a knot, thus 
doing away with the need to 
darn in ends of wool or yarn 
that’s joined in the middle of 
a row. You can always use 
the unused yarn to sew up 
your work. 
Hope that’s helpful. Keep 
knitting, Judy.

OCEAN FISHING 
There is an old saying, if you can't beat them join them. 
But in the case of salmon fishing it's not even any use to 
join them. 
Any way one looks at it, trying to get an accurate report 
just can t be done; last week things looked good out of Port 
San Luis, and when we made our weekly jaunt there last 
week, it was like visiting a well run morgue. No salmon, 
red tides, and some wind. The only bright spot was the 
bottom fishing, which is still holding up good. 
A very few white sea bass have been taken, so it looks as 
though the school which has been working around Point 
Conception is remaining in that vicinity. 
The albacore 
pictured also poor, though north of Morro Bay the “long 
fins” are plentiful. Party boats are leaving there every 
morning and coming in with well filled sacks. 
Due to red tides, surf fishing is practically out ot the 
picture and will no doubt remain so until there is a change 
in the weather. 
The salmon season should be in full swing by this time, 
judging by past years pattern. So far there is but a small 
indication that the Chinooks are really getting into action 
A decided change in weather conditions might bring the fish 
in for the annual fall comeback. The season does not end 
until November 13, so there is still plenty of time for an 
about face Experts say that the salmon are here, but are 
out in the deep water where only commercial gear can get 
down to them. 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
Nacimiento Lake, according to marina manager. Art 
Price, is beginning to snap back after a holiday beating and 
warm weather conditions that kept many anglers away. 
Both white and largemouth bass shared the spotlight, with 
many stringers coming in 
The threadfin shad are 
plentiful. Where the food is, so go the fish. Watch for the 
sea gulls working the schools of shad - there will be found 
the bass. Larger bronzebacks are being taken with plastic 
worms being the most killing lures. The lures should be 
worked on the bottom, under the surface action 
The 
lunkers are just laying there feeding on cripples that the 
surface mauraders have left to sink 
Crappie fishing is also picking up using a weighted lure, 
especially in the upper part of the lake. As usual catfishing 
good at nights. The mouth of most any cove will produce 
white catfish, and a sprinkling of larger channel cats. 
With the heavy fishing pressure being lifted, top flight 
anglers are enjoying the peace and quiet that will last thru 
the fall and winter months. 
Margarita Lake picking up on crappie and black bass, but 
not too many anglers out. Catfishing slow, a few being 
taken at the inlet end of the lake. W ater low and weedy. 
Lopez Lake slowly recovering from the holiday pressure, 
but the trout are still in the deep water. 
They are 
responding to eggs and cheese bait in sixty to seventy feet 
of water around the dam. Lopez arm good on bass up to 
four pounds. Best time in the evening or early morning. 
Trout fishing in accessible parts ol the lake for bank 
anglers very slow. A heavy rain may send the fish to the 
surface. 
Cachuma and Casitas Lakes both have the same reports 
on trout. Lots of them in the deep water Weather has been 
extremely hot and the trout stay deep Here again it will 
take a good rain to clean things up. 
Our reports from the north and central areas of the state 
are in the main most discouraging. The expected turn in 
weather conditions had not taken place. In tact conditions 
got worse, with a very heavy fire hazard statewide. If high 
temperatures persist, State and National Forest Services 
caution that forest areas may have to be closed So anglers 
are advised to check with forest officials before entering 
into far off forest areas. 
About the best fishing waters at this time are the Kings. 
Kaweah, and Tule Rivers, where fishing is fair to good, 
with excellent fishing in the latter river at Balch Park 
Lakes. 


HUNTING 
The new California duck stamp, authorized by the 1970 
Legislature, will be required by hunters over 15 years of 
age in addition to the federal duck stamp and the regular 
hunting license for waterfowl hunting this season 
The 
DFG reminded hunters that the stamp is required to hunt 
migratory birds except jack snipe, coots, gallmules, doves 
and band tail pigeons. 
Stamps may be obtained from License agents for $1 
Based on projections of federal duck stamp sales, the DFG 
expects to raise $175,000 this year for the sale of the 
stamps. 
Proceeds from sales will be used for the protection and 
propogation 
of 
migratory 
wildfowl, 
and 
for 
the 
preservation of wetlands thru projects approved by the 
DFG. Expenditure of funds are not limited to California, 
but may be used for preservation and development of 
wetlands anywhere on the Pacific Flyway, including 
Canada. 
Wild pig season will open in Monterey County Sept. 25 
Hunters are warned by the DFG that they should get 
permission from the land owner to hunt on private 
property. 
They go on to say that permission is usually 
difficult to get on short notice, so persons wishing to hunt 
private lands should take time before the season opens to 
contact landowners. 
In Monterey County the pig season runs through March 
27, 1972, with a limit ot one pig per day and one in 
possession Elsewhere in the state wild pigs may be taken 
at any time ot the year, with no bag or possession limit 


Application blanks tor the special Rocky Mountain Elk 
hunt, which is scheduled for Nov 13 * Dec. 5 in the rugged 
Squaw Creek area ol Shasta and Siskiyou counties, are now 
available from license agents and DFG offices. 200 permits 
for animals of either sex will be awarded on the basis ot a 
statewide drawing to be held Oct 7. Applications must 
reach Sacramento by 5 p m October 5.

The Senate has 
approved the first hunting and fishing license raise in 13 
years

The spine is made up of a 
series of 33 small bones or 
vertebrae. Between the ver­ 
tebrae are a series of cush­ 
ions which enable the rod to 
bend. These cushions are the 
notorious discs. 
With simple use, overuse 
and abuse, the human spine 
begins to wear out. The discs 
wrear out first and the ones 
that wear out quickest are 
near the bottom of the spinal 
column where the greatest 
stress is centered. This is 


the reason. Dr. Parkes says, 
that lower back pain is the 
common problem it is today 
in this country. 
The wearing out process of 
the human back has several 
stages. The first stage is 
where an individual feels 
tiredness, aches in the lower 
back. Dull aches in the low 
back are especially preva­ 
lent at the end of the day, 
or after sitting for a long 
time. 
When the deterioration be­ 
comes more advanced, the 
low-grade ache comes on 
with less activity and earlier 
in the day. 
“This may be the way the 
patient comes to the doctor. 
He says, ‘Doctor, I have a 
tired back,’ and he has made 
his 
own 
diagnosis,” 
Dr. 
Parkes says. 
Or. the patient may put 
up with his condition until a 


or straighten out. 
“The patient may consult 
the doctor at this point, or 
he may go to a chiropractor 
for ‘manipulation.’ If lucky, 
the chiropractor will manip­ 
ulate the back and tempor­ 
arily relieve the pam, hut

“ Physicians in this field all 
see a number of patients 
with complications caused by 
chiropractors,” the special­ 
ist adds. 
Reputable physicians don’t 
promise 
quick 
and 
total 
cures for back pain, Dr. 
Parkes stresses. It is one 
thing to remove pain tempo­ 
rarily from a patient, but it 
is something else again to 
help him to improve his con­ 
dition. If a patient has let a 
back go for too long, or has 
a congenital defect, surgery 
may be necessary. But he 
stresses that surgery is not 
a cure for such problems, 
nor are 
ultrasound, 
mas­ 
sage, corsets or injections. 
These are merely tempor­ 
ary therapeutic measures to 
remove pain. 
In the absence of a physi­ 
cian, 
Dr. 
P a r k e s 
says, 
aspirin is an excellent pain­ 
killer and anti-inflamation 
drug. 
Initial treatm ent of torn or 
weak discs is severalfold. 
Rest in bed lying down in a 
comfortable position, medi­ 
cation to ease the pain so 
the patient can cooperate 
and anti-inflamation drugs. 


The patient must also re­ 
move as many as possible of 
the initial causes of the back 
pain. He must get down to a 
normal weight and under­ 
take a program of rehabili­ 
tative 
exercises 
for back 
muscles.

Big decisions 


The general public hasn't yet 
begun 
to 
com prehend 
the 
tremendous decisions that can be 
made at a quiet meeting by county 
officials. 
Decisions are made «with two or 
three 
persons 
in 
the audience, 
perhaps» and tax rates and colossal 
environmental changes begin to be 
set in motion on a scale that 
becomes irreversible. 


The 
public 
cries 
out 
in 
exasperation later on. only to be 
told, as one Goleta Valley woman 
was chastened recently by a county 
supervisor: "Where were you years 
ago when we embarked on this 
policy?" 


Now the modest-sounding water 
and sewer element to the county’s 
General Plan is proceeding through 
County 
Planning 
Commission 
hearings. 
It doesn t sound exciting, or far- 
reaching 
in 
scope. 
Water 
and 
sewage treatment is basic, everyone 
knows, but who wants to get excited 


about it as long as there's no crisis 
now? 
But 
there's 
thunder 
on 
the 
horizon, the more prophetic souls 
are crying, and we had better take 
notice. 
There was only standing room at 
com m ission 
hearings 
when 
motorcycles was the chief issue 
recently. 
But 
there's plenty of 
sitting now that the water and sewer 
element is being discussed. And 
that's too bad. 
The water and sewer element plan 
is based, the planning body was told, 
on county population projections. 
General 
Plan projections 
as 
a 
matter of tact. 
Looking 
at 
those 
projections 
which spell out 300,000 persons on 
the South Coast by 2000 «about 
double what we have now, if you can 
imagine 
the congestion! 
the 
engineers envisioned need of water 
districts having a big combined 
water treatment plant, and sanitary 
districts combining a number of 
community 
ocean 
outfall 
sewer 


lines into one facility. 
The cost could be well over $20- 
million. Taxpayers probably would 
have to foot the bill to the tune of at 
least a few million. 
But it is the population figures on 
w hich 
these 
huge 
p u b lic 
improvements — seen as vital if we 
are 
to 
have 
an 
efficient 
and 
manageable system later on — are 
based that is now alarming many 
taxpayers on the coastal shelf. 
The big questions surfacing at the 
planning commission hearing — at 
which the planners wisely decided to 
hold up and get a new perspective on 
the situation before adopting the 
new element — included this one: 
Should 
expensive 
state 
water 
from the north be provided for the 
coming army of outsiders by local 
taxpayers'.' 
It isn't as selfish as it sounds, the 
questioners maintain. 
It s a question of how much 
taxpayers can bear in footing what 
can be colossal water bills, so that 
development can continue pell-mell.

I've 
been 
talking 
with Frank 
Kenton ever since he 
came to Lompoc to 
become warden of 
the 
Federal 
Cor­ 
rectional 
In sti­ 
tution That's about 
two years. 
We've 
talked about chess, 
which lumped large 
in 
his 
fam ily 
as 
his 
boys 
were growing up, about prisons in 
general and more importantly about 
the 
interrelationships of 
prison, 
inmates and society in general. 
Things aren t isolated in Kenton's 
mind. One thing leads to another, 
and 
in 
the 
cause 
and 
effect 
equations sometimes the simplistic 
villain 
in 
the 
stew 
gets 
the 
unwarranted 
full 
thrust of our 
frustration. That's some of Kenton's 
philosophy. It doesn't always come 
out that stark, but the sum total of 
his views adds up to that. 
In his position, Kenton has to be 
careful 
that 
he doesn’t 
reflect 
adversely on other components of 
the prison system, I can’t help but 
read between the lines however 
Kenton is a big man physically 
with a sometimes gruff voice and a 
lace that wouldn't win anv beauty 
contests. 
His 
eves 
tw inkle 


occasionally 
as 
he 
talks 
and 
occasionally he will pause either in 
his own conversation or as he listens 
to others talking in a way that tells a 
great 
deal. 
You 
can 
see 
him 
mentally putting the building blocks 
of an idea together. 
Kenton is a pragmatist which 
means to some that he's a man of 
action, and to others that he puts 
great faith in trying things out. 
Recently he visited La Purisima 
Mission and was struck with the 
stage arrangement lor entertainers. 
He went back to the FCI and got his 
aides to get the ball rolling on a 
stage now located adjacent to an 
athletic field. He says it cost next to 
nothing. Money isn't easy to come 
by for Kenton any more than it is for 
other 
prisons, 
but 
he found

somewhere. He suggested that a 
small structure which was built to 
the rear of the stage looked like it 
needed something, like a coat of 
paint.
